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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1, specifically for the limitation of at least the 
third electrode is covered with a first dielectric layer and the fourth electrode is disposed on the 
first dielectric layer, and the fourth electrode is made of material having a softening temperature 
lower than that of material forming the first dielectric layer in combination with other claimed 
features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 2-4, claims 2-4 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 because 
of their dependency status from claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 5, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 5, specifically for the limitation of at least 
each of the forming of the first dielectric layer, the forming of the fourth electrode, and the 
forming of the second dielectric layer includes baking respective paste material for setting, a 
baking temperature of the baking the fourth electrode is determined to be lower than a softening 
temperature of material forming the first dielectric layer and to be higher than a softening 
temperature of material forming the fourth electrode, and a baking temperature of the baking of 
the second dielectric layer is determined to be lower than the softening temperature of material 
forming the fourth electrode and to be higher than a softening temperature of material forming 
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the second dielectric layer in combination with other claimed features of the present claimed 
invention. 

Regarding claim 6, claim 6 is allowable for the reasons given in claim 5 because of their 
dependency status from claim 5. 

Regarding claim 7, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 7, specifically for the limitation of a baking 
temperature of the baking of the second dielectric layer and the barrier rib is lower than the 
softening temperature of material forming the fourth electrode, and is not less than a softening 
temperature of a material having the highest softening temperature of materials forming the 
second dielectric layer and the barrier rib in combination with other claimed features of the 
present claimed invention. 

Regarding claim 8, the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 8, specifically for the limitation of a baking 
temperature of the baking of the fourth electrode, the second dielectric layer, and the barrier rib 
is lower than materials forming the third electrode and the first dielectric layer, and is not less 
than a softening temperature of a material having the highest softening temperature of materials 
forming the fourth electrode, the second dielectric layer, and the barrier rib in combination with 
other claimed features of the present claimed invention.
